It is first of all. It must determine the scope of the instantly filed application 
and its claims then excluded them and/or the like from those in the application 
Serial No. 10/35 1,188, now Patent No. 6,974,661 on the record. 

Secondly, the inventions in the applications are not substantially identical in 
scope of the claimed limitations as required by law. Applicant and/or the counsel 
for Hewlett-Packard Company would have a chance to convincingly provide an 
issue with respect the scope of each of the embodiments in the claims being 
identical, obvious and non-obvious. What is each of the obvious, non-obvious and 
distinct embodiments being filed in the instant application and its claims from each 
of those in application Serial No. 10/351,188, now Patent No. 6,874,661 and its 
claims to an authority.
